The conversation here turned to the 
last days of Senator Sherman, and I 
asked Mr. Kerr whether he thought that 
his failure to be nominated as a presi- 
dential candidate had 
with it. He replied: 

“Tt think not. Hie breaking down was, 
it seems to me, occasioned by old age, 
added to the extraordinary work he did 
while writing his reminiscences. He had 
had some lapses of memory in the senate 
pefore that, but they were slight. When 
he began to write his recollections nc be- 
came so interested that he warked at it 
He was particular as to 
much of the manuscript and wrote it 
with his own hand. He was, you know, 
accustomed to dictation, and to such men 
writing is especially hard. His, recollec- 
tions comprised two large volumes, con- 
taining altogether about 500,000 words. 
Senator Sherman wrote those two volumes 
in five months, and the most of the work 
he did right here in Mansfield. He would 
start in at 7 o'clock in the morning 
and work away ‘until i! o’clock at night. 
He did that every day and every night 
for about five months, his only recrea- 
tion being a short carriage ride in the 
afternoon. Indeed, it was enough to 
break any man, and it is no wonder that 
he felt it at his advanced age.” 

Forgot Garfield’s Name. 

I here told Mr. Kerr some of my own 
experience with Senator Sherman during 
those last years when his mind was fail- 
ing. I knew the senator well and he al- 
ways talked freely with me, leaving to 
my own judgment to withhold such parts 
of the conversation as should not be 
given to the press. It was along in 1899, 
| just prior to my departure for the Philip- 
pines, that I called upon him for an in- 
terview, largely at the instance of Gen- 
eral Nelson Miles, who was then having 
some trouble with President McKinley

The old senatOr stopped and apparent- 
ly weighed my quéstion in his mind be- 
fore hg answered. He then said: 

. Yes, I think it has. The chief pleas- 
ure of life is success, and according to 
my own standpoint I have succeeded. I/ 
have gotten nearly everything I have | 
striven for. Yes, I may say I have got- 
ten everything, with the exception of one 
position, and I should have had that had 
it not been for that man—’’ 

Here a worried loOk came over John 
Sherman’s face and he stopped. ‘Yes, 
I would have gotten that if it had not 
been for that man—’”’ 

He stopped again. He could not re- 
member Garfield’s name. His mind, clear 
until then, suddenly failed, and it was 
only until I @nentioned Garfield that he 


‘Yes, Garfield; that is the name. If it 
had not been for that man Garfield I 
should have been president of the United 
States.”’ 

That was what John Sherman believed, 
although during his life he would not say 
so for publication. He thought that Gar- 
field, nominally his friend, was false to 
him at Chicago, and that he thereby 
robbed him of the nomination and the 
presidency.

Without Experience She Made Treas- 
ure Spot of an Abandoned Farm. 
(From The Boston Post.) 


Mrs. Anette Bradshaw its a young wom- 
an who has become a prosperous farmer. 
Ghe has coyverted an abandoned Maine 
estate into a profitable farm, with heal- 
thy herds and flocks, green fields and 
prosperous crops. 

She has done this entirely without ad- 
vice and with no practical experience in 
farming whatever. With the help only of 
her mother, she took hold of a deserted 
place of 1,000 acres up in the northern 
part of Maine, near the Canadian line, 
organized it and rebuilt its structures, 
hired her help, selected her stock, pur- 
chased her equipment and set herself up 
as a landed proprietor intent on profit. 
Disregarding warn®e«s and contrary ad- 
vice, she introduced modern farming 
methods and improved machinery, new 
ideas in seeds and crops and has shown 
the natives what can be done with brains 
aoe enterprise in the cultivation of the 
soil, 

It would be hard to find a person who 
looks less like a farmer than Mrs. Brad- 
shaw. She doesn’t even. resemble one’s 
idea of an “advanced” or ‘‘strong-mind- 
ed’’ woman. On the contrary, she is alto- 
gether feminine in appearance. She is not 
more than -25 years old, tall, slender. 
graceful, with soft voice, brown eyes 
and finffy dark halr. 

Her farm is near the village of Briah- 
ton.

RAIL RATES IN OKLAHOMA. 


It Ie Allewed Six Svstems Are Ex- 
‘orbitant in Charges. 

Guthrie, Okla., December 22.—Attorney 
General W. O. Cromwell, who was in- 
structed by Governor Frantz to investi- 
gate raflroad rates prevailing in Okla- 
homa, today issued a lengthy statement 
in which h echarges that six important 
railroads operating in the territory with 
violating their charters by demanding 
exhorbitant rates. The lines against 
which the attorney general urges reme- 
dial legislation follow: Santa Fe, Rock 
Island, Frisco, Choctaw, Igon and Coal, 
Missourf, Kansas and Texas an® Fort 
Smith and Western. 

The attorney general states that the 
companies have in. effect an arbitrary 
rate affecting all producers and shippers 
within a given distance from the Texas 
line. The report then reviews the’ in- 
vestigation in detail.

Of the total !,623 
were sentenced to labor for the counties, 
168 to jail and 3,727 dismissed upon pay- 
inent of fines. It wil thus be seen that 
there was an evident disposition on the 
part of county officers to send prisoners 
for short terms wtenéver possiie, in or- 
der’ that the counties hight get the re- 
sults of their labor rather than the state. 
THis same thing ts evidenced by the large 
number of convictions which are settled 
by the payment of fines and serving of 
jail sentences. 

This condition of affairs has been re- 
ferred to frequently:.of late by the. offi- 


‘bcers of the state convict aepartment and 


the vernor. It is pretty well under- 
stood that a bil! will. be-presenteg to’ the 
next Séssion of the Jegislature eliminat- 
ing “entirely the county convict system 
and placing the work of onvicts alto- 
gether under the supervision of the state. 
Provision will be made for the payment 
_of .fees and costs which now accrue to 
the county officers, 86 that there will be 
ino difficulty tn their securing. all that 
is coming to them, _ 

The fact that the state has teen able 
to secure a maximum of returns with 
the minimum of death rate has aroused

You will be astonished 
at the goodness, the worth, the selflessness, the virtue you can find in other 
human beings—if you will only look for it. ‘ 

Remember, now, that we are all one family. All of us with a liberal 
leaven.of the sinner, none of us without the redeeming germ of righteous- 
ness, if we do not stifle it with cynicism and selfishness. 

Keep that creed well forward in your heart—the doctrine of helping 
others, easing burdens on other shoulders, whether the shoulders be those 
of your friend in broadcloth or the man in the jumpers who toils by your 
side throughout the year. 

That is the essential democratic meaning of Christmas. That is the 
creed of Christ—whether or not you look with reverent and believing eyes 


toward the placid little town of “Bethlehem of Judea.”

What President Johnson Says:

Declares Government Ought to Go 
Out of the Guessing Business. 
No Profit in the Present Crop 
at 10 Cents; -Worth 
121-2 or More. 


The last government cotton estimate 
cost the cotton producers of the south 
more than $15,000,000 says President M. 
L. Johnson of the Georgia division, 


yesterday, made some interesting state- 
ments regarding the majesty of the law 
and the need of thrift in thig country. 
In response to a request for a Christmas 
sentiment he thought a moment and 
then said: 

“Good will to all men and gratitude to 
God—that, I should say, should be the 
Christmag sentiment of every one.’’ 

Mr. Rockefeller, in speaking of large 
| fortunes, said; 

: “I am not prepared to discuss’ the 
ethics of large fortunes, but this much 
I can tell you: Great wealth is a great 
burden, a great responsibilty. It “inva- 
riably proves to be one of two things, 
either a great blessing or a great curse, 
We are only stewards.” 

“But man has to give an accounting 
of his  stewardship,’’ 
' Rockefeller seriously, ‘‘and those who 
possess great wealth should have to 
show that they are competent to use it 
properly—should pass an examination and 
be judged, perhaps, by what they do 
with their money.”’ 

At this point Mr. Rockefeller declared 
that the American people are too prod- 
igal and that our extravagances will 
have to be paid for by some one. 

“We cannot buy toys always,’’ Mr. 
Rockefeller said. “Our present pace is 
one that cannot be kept wp. 

Mr. Rockefeller‘s declaration regarding 
the majesty of the law was brought out 
by a question if he would go to. court 
whenever the government desired him 
to do so. He said in reply: 

“Tt will be a sorry day for the country 
and for all of us when our courts are 
not respected or we cannot respect them 
and our laws are not upheld. We must 
nave law and order and we must have 
courts to enforce them. 

“What else can I do but g0 to court 
when summoned?”

They stood to lose that by the 
government's act. Why should the 
government be in such a business? Let 
\it stop it’s guessing. If.-it is going 
to continue let it inform us how short 
the mill supplies are from month to 
j;month. Why not tell us now how much 
it costs to manufacture cotton into 
yarns and the varioug grades of goods? 
il have been informed recently that the 
| mills aré making net on common yarns 
from $20 to $50 per bale. In a nearby 
county a few days ago a mill man told 
his people that he could afford to 
pay them {2 !-2 cents and make good 
money, but if they were going to sell 
at 10 cents he was in the market for it. } 


‘No Profit at 10 Cents. 


“There is absolutely no profit in this. 
crop to the growers at 10 cents, consid~- | 
éring the high prices of other things. 
Take two items only—labor and mules. | 
No man can on average land raise and 
sell cotton with the present prices of 
labor, and $250- mules, with any profit. 
No one can sell at cost anything and | 
make anything. It appears that our 
people, in making debts this year, dis-; 
regarded the possibility of a short crop 
and a price about the cost of produc- 
tion. Can you ever command the value 
of your’ cotton and owe it before it is 
grown? Never. Our indebtedness should 
be so distributed as to allow cotton 
marketed slowly and at a time when 
the buyer wants to buy, sooner than 
the seller wants to sell. Every man 
should protect his credit, but I have 
said,. and I repeat, that no people with| 
but one money crop can be‘a debtor 
people. The creditors will make your}; 
debts due at the crop gathering and! 
whatever the price, you will have to! 
sell. This is the trick which has been 
worked on our people for forty vears 
—-is being worked now. Cut it out my 
friends. . 

Make It Without Debt. 

“I beg my people that so far as in 

your power lies make the next crop 
without debt. I appeal to the merchants; 
and bankers’ of my state. to aid us in| 
“anager the indebtedness. It would 
be better if no debts fell due before the 
first of December or January—so that 
a part of the profit of our crop-will 
come to us. 
“Why, I was told this morning of a 
little mill not far from Atlanta making 
a clear profit of 5 I-2 cents per pound 
on every pound of cotton it was spin- 
ning-——I don’t blame the mills. Why not 
have the cooperation and let the grow- 
ers have the same profit. 

‘Tt may have been necessary, but 1 
have been told that our banks had 
pressed for colleetions closer than ever 
—Collect all you can,’ were the in- 
structions. ‘Hold all you collect, let

The correspondence includes letters 
passing between Brigadier General Dan- 


iel Tyler, commanding at Camp Douglas, 


Chicago, and officiala of the war depart- 
ment and pension office at Washington. 
In a letter to Adjutant General Thomaa, 


at Washington, dated Chicago, October , 


22, 1862, General Tyler uses the words 
“this regiment (the Sixtieth Ohio volun- 
teers): is 
worthless.’’ 

“The officers,” he adds, “have not ths 
least control over the men, the men are 
mutinous, and I am absolutely without 
the power to enforce subordination.” 

He asked that the question of the dis- 
charge of the regiment be brought be- 
fore the secretary of war.

The next is a telegram from General 
Thomas, directing the muster out of the 
regiment, “both officers and men.”

RAILWAY RATES 
TO CONVENTIONS 


Important Ruling Made bv 
the Interstate Com- 
mission, 


Washington, December 22.—Complaint 
has been made to the interstate com- 
merce commission that in many Instances 
persons desiring to attend conventions on 
a particular day are prevented from 
promptly returning to their homes he- 
~ause the minimum number of round trip 
tickets required has not been presented 


for validation. 

In answer to numerous inquiries the 
commission now expresses the opinion 
“that it would not be unlawful of im- 
proper for carriers to accept as a satis- 
factory or bond of an association or 
society which is entitled and for which 
the round trip rate is made, that the 
minimum number of tickets will be vali- 
dated or the difference between the re- 
duced rate and full rate paid by the as- 
sociation or society thus permitting the 
prompt validation of tickets and. reduced 
return trip rate, it being understood that 
if the specified number of tickets shall 
not be validated the society will, in good 
faith, be required to pay the difference 
agreed upon.” ; 

The commission also announces an ex- 
tension of time in the application of the 
rule governing through fates which ex- 
ceed the sum of locals. The commission 
had previously ruled that carriers should 
make use of the rule until December 31, 
1906, but it has now eliminated that pro- 


‘| vision and carriers may make use of the

They have given iMustrated 
kc ctures to foreigners in their native lan- 
guage, have established reading rooms, 
wit, foreign books and newspapers; navs 
organized night sChools, and are main- 
taining twenty-seven scholarships in the 
Tennessee schools for mountaineers, They 
are alsé cooperating with the womens 
c\ubs in giving most substantial sup- 
port to settlement wonk among these peo- 
ple, and are supporting two teachers in 
the country, schools of the great Smoky 
Mountain district. 

Ohio has done noble work in patriotic 
education. One chapter has contributed 
money toward the support of a course of 
lectures in American history in the wom- 
en’s college in its city, this with a view 
to establishing a chair in American his- 
tory in the college. This effort was 
ciosed by the paying of a fixed sum 
teward this object, and also giving one 
thousand dollars, the interest of which 
was to be vsed in buying books for the 
college.

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CHANGES IN “CROSS OF HONOR 
RULES. 

The president general has issued the 

following circular regarding changes in 

rules governing the cross of honor to 
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division presidents: 


“Since there were some radical changes 
made in the recent United Daughters of 
the Confederacy convention with regard 
to the work, and particularly with re- 
gard to cross of honor, I an sending you 
this before the advance minutes are got 
out, that you may notify your chapter 
of these changes. 

“These changes were made in the rule 
for cress of honor: Each division must 
elect or appoint a recorder for cross of 
honor, the duties of said officer to be to 
send each chapter in her division all 
blanks, including blanks for the aiphabet- 
ieal lists; to answer al) questions; to re- 
ceive from the chapters in the division 
all orders with accOmpanying paper re- 
quired by the rules, and after having. 
them -put in correct form, to forward 
same to custodian, who will send the 
crosses to the chapters. These alphabet- 
ical lists are to be filed now, making @ 
change of these lists—one with the chap- 
ter, one with the divisiOn recorder and 
one with the custodian. The U. D. C, 
will furnish the blanks for these lists 
through each recorder for her division. 
The rules will be strictly adhered to by 
the custodian, and I hope you will urge 
your chapters to be governed by them. 
The rules now require all orders to be 
with the custodian three weeks bef°re 
date of presentation, so that those for 
Jarigary 19 will have to be there by De- 
cember 29. This makes it necessary for 
you to communicate with your chapters 
at the earliest possible moment. The 
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rules, lists, etc., will be sent by the re- 
cording secretary general, Mrs. A. L. 
Dowdle, Opelika, Ala., to the division re- 
corders as s0on ag she receives from the 
divisions their names and addresses.
